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SCHOOL REPORT. 


District No. 1 (Blanchard). 


Summer term taught by Miss Ida M. Perkins. The closing 
examination gave evidence of faithfulness on the part of both 
teacher and scholars. 

Fall term taught by Miss Clara A. Johngon. This school did 
remarkably well. Good progress was made in all the classes. 
The order was excellent. The school was a decided success in 
every respect. 

Winter term instructed by Miss Sarah M. Colby. On account 
of the bad travelling the school was very small, yet those who 
attended made creditable progress. The teacher has a pleasant 
and winning way in school, but firm and decided. On the 
whole, a profitable school. 


District No. 2( West Road). 

There was but one term of school in this district. The teach- 
er, Mr. Oliver L. Cross, of Northfield, understands thoroughly 
how to interest scholars in their work. Considerable attention 
was paid to readi and the improvement in that direction 
was marked. ! 


District No. 3 (Borough). 

Summer term taught by Miss Anna E. Sanborn. The order 
was excellent, and the school all that could be desired. 

Winter term taught by the same teacher as in summer. 
Good progress was made in most of the branches taught, 
Classes in arithmetic and geography were very good; those 
in reading not quite so accurate, as we like to see. 
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Districr No. 4 (Baptist). 


Summer term—Under the instruction of Miss Ella M. Blan- 
chard. The school was small, but those who attended the whole 
term made fair improvement. The entire support of the par- 
ents was not given, which lessened the value of the school. 

Winter term—Instructed by Miss Emma A. Small. The 
general appearance of the school was quite good. Order, fair. 
Classes in reading, geography, and grammar made very credit- 
able improvement. Those in mathematics were hardly up to 
time. 


District No. 5 (Hackleborough). 


Summer school was taught by Miss Mary C. Fellows, of 
Concord, who is a hard-working and pains-taking teacher, and 
succeeded well here. Good progress was made in the studies. 
In most of the classes the pupils were exact in their answers, 
and the explanations were correct. Order was very good. 

The winter term was taught by Miss Caroline E. Foster. 
Thoroughness, order, system, and regularity characterized this 
school. Marked improvement was made, particularly in read- 
ing and mathematics. This teacher believes in progress, and 
“ Go ahead ” is her motto. 


District No. 6 (Hill's Corner). 


This school, which was under the instruction of Mr. Frank 
A. Foster, of Belmont, was quiet and orderly. We think he 
- labored hard for the good of his charge, and succeeded very 
well. The district seemed satisfied wi is work, and.on the 
whole it was fully an average success. 


District No. 7 ( Centre). 


Both summer and fall terms were taught by Miss Emma A, 
Small. A little more interest on the part of the scholars would 
be for their benefit. There is a lack of energy here that is det- 
rimental to true progress. The teacher evidently worked hard, 
and met with fair success. 
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Winter term instructed by Mr. Charles W. Emery, who man- 
ifested a deep interest in the welfare of his pupils, and spared 


no pains.in their behalf. There was not quite so much enthusi- 
asm as we like to see, but as a whole it was a profitable school. 


Disrrict No. 8 (Shakers). 


Summer term instructed by Miss Asenath C. Stickney. This 
was decidedly a good school. We have had occasion in former 
years to commend this school, and the same may be said now. 
The reading is a marked feature here, and was very correct. 
Perfect order was observed, and every movement of the scholars 
was made with ease and quietness. Winter term was under 
the charge of the same teacher as in summer. The scholars are 
young and somewhat backward. Many of them have been here 
but a short time and have had but little training, yet good prog- 


ress was made. The leading idea here seems to be to teach 


the pupils to think, and to turn their knowledge to some prac- 
tical account. 
Districr No. 9 ( Union). 


Summer term taught by Miss Hannah Foster. The order 
was very good, but there seemed a lack of interest, perhaps 
owing to the want of energy and thoroughness on the part of 


- the teacher. 


Your committee have no information whether there was a 
school in this district in the winter, or not. 


Rict No. 10 (Depot). 


Summer term tal by Miss Hattie M. Hale, of Boscawen. 
This was Miss Hale’s first attempt at teaching, and she worked 


hard for the good of her school. She succeeded in winning the 


respect and love of her pupils, and a good degree of improve- 
ment was the result. 7 

The fall term, instructed by Miss Anna E. Sanborn. This 
school was characterized by thoroughness, promptness, and accu- 
racy. Good improvement was made in nearly all the classes. 


Order medium. This may be called a successful school. 
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District No. 11 ( Upper Interval). 


First term taught by Miss Isabel Seavey, of Boscawen. At 
the opening, the school promised well, but owing to the want 
of proper notification we were not present at the closing exam- 
ination. Miss Seavey’s register shows but one day’s absence, 
and not an instance of tardiness; from which we may safely 
infer that a good degree of interest was taken by the children 
and parents in the school. 

The second term was instructed by the same teacher as the 
first, and the school was full an average success. Considering 
the age of the scholars and the length of the school, fair progress 
was made, and it compares favorably with other schools in town. 
The citizens of this district are to be commended for the inter- 
est they take in promoting the usefulness of their school. : 


District No. 12 ( Carter ). 


There was but one term during the year, which was taught 
by Miss Anna L. Lovering. This is the smallest school in town, 
there being but three scholars resident in the district; conse- 
quently we do not expect to find so great a degree of interest 
as in a larger school. Miss Lovering is a hard working teacher, 
but ill-health prevented her making the school what it other-. 
wise would have been.

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| GENERAL REMARKS. 
Frellow-citizens : 


In presenting to you the annua! report of our common schools 
for the past. year, we feel authorized in saying that the most of 
‘them have been successful,—some of them eminently so. There 
has not been an entire failure in any case. Most of the teach- 
ers have labored with zeal and earnestness, and success. has 
crowned their efforts. Yet we beg leave to say that our schools 
are not what they should be, nor what they might be. When 
that interest is taken in them that their importance demands, then 
and not till then, will they come up to their proper standard. 

Perhaps we may be allowed to suggest some things, that 
may not be entirely devoid of interest in matters pertaining to 
our schools. At the last annual election a change was made in 
the system of supervision, which in our view is far preferable to 
the old order of things, and we hope to see the same continued. 
In many places it is made the duty of the superintending com- 
mittee to employ the teachers, and this has given general satis- 
faction. Wesimply throw out this hint for your consideration. 
In most districts we find great difficulty arising from a want of 
proper school furniture. We find globes in but three districts 
‘In town, viz., 1, 5, and 8: we think they should be in every 
school-house; also numeral frames, blocks for the illustration 
of square and cube root, and a good@isupply of maps and 
charts. Districts Nos. 5, 7, and 8 are plied »—the other 
districts very indifferently provided for vi 
would have every teacher’s desk provid Rith text-books and 
books of reference, so they may not be ‘obliged to borrow of 
the scholar, for each and every teacher should look over the 
lessons of ‘ts day before presenting themselves before their 
classes. 

We would suggest to parents and satis that they take 
more interest in seeing that their children are at school con- 
stantly, and there at the proper time. We find 473 instances 
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of tardiness in the past year, and 287 of these in one district. 
We also find 2,064 days’ absence, a little more than fourteen per 
cent. of the whole number of school days,—far too large an 
amount of time to be wasted. It will be of but little use to 
have longer schools, unless we improve the time we have while 
our schools are in session. Let us visit them often, showing 
teacher and scholar by our presence that we are interested in 
their welfare; and, above all, avoid all unhappy divisions and 
district feuds, which tend greatly to impair the usefulness of our 
schools. Let us all take hold with renewed energy, and make 
our common schools what the founders of them designed Oe 
should be. | 

We are happy to state that the teachers have, as a general 
thing, filled ont their registers neatly and ee and returned 
them promptly.
